1 3, That the Worms give no h'ght, when irritatcd.buc if 
they doy the light lafts but a very hctlc time,whereas that which 
appears in thofe, that were not angred before, continues a 
oreat while j the Obferver aflSrming to have kept of it above 
2 hours. 

So far the Journal des Scavans 5 which intimates withal,that 
if the ObfiTvers had had better M/Vr«9/i:(?^^/, they could have bet- 
ter examin'd this matter. 

But fince the curious here in England are fo well furnifli 
with good ones 3 'tis hoped ^ that they will employ fomc of 
them for further and more minute Obfervations of thefe 
Worms i it being a matter^ whichjoyned with other Obfer- 
vations, already made by fome excellent perfons here, (efpe- 
cially Mr, Boyle) upon this fubjecSt of Light , ^ may prove very 
luciferous to the dod:rine of it, fo much yet in the dark* 

Some Ohfervatiom 
Of the Efe^s of Touch and'Pnd:ion. 

The Operations and EfFeds of Touch and FriBion having 
been lately much taken notice off, and being lookt upon by 
fome^ as a great Medical Branchy for the curing of many di- 
feafes and infirmities ; it will perhaps not be unf.Mfonable to 
mention (hereallbj fome Obfervations relating thereunto^ 
which may give an occafion to others, to confider this fubjedt 
more, than has been done heretofore, and to make fur- 
ther 
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ther Obfervations and TryaU concerning the power of the 
fame. 

And Firjl, the Illuftrious Lord of Verulam, in his Hrjlorj of 
Life and Death ^ Hillor* (J. §. 3. obfcrves, That Motion 'Aiv\ 
Warmth (of which two,FriSion confifts) draws forth,into the 
parts,New Juyce and Vigour. And Canon. XIIL he aftlrms. 
That FriBiom conduct uxMCh to Longevity, See the fame^ 
Connex, ix. §.20. ^c. 

Secondly, The Honoiirable I{cbert Boyle ^ in his Vfiful- 
nefs ef Experimental Philofophy, (eU 2. f^. I y. confidering the 
Body of a Living man or any Aniraal, as an Engine » fo 
compofed, that there is aconfpiring communication be- 
twixt its parts , by vertue whereof a very flight imprel- 
(ion of adventitious matter upon fome one part , maybe 
able to work ,' on fome other diftanc part, or perhaps on 
the whole Engine, a change far exceeding , what the 
fame adventitious matter could do upon a Body not fo 
contrived: Reprefenting, I fay, an Animal in this man- 
ner, and thence inferring, how it may be alter d for the bet- 
ter or worfe by motions or impulfes, confefledly Mr^/;a^;i- 
call ^ obferves j How fome are recovered from fwouuing 
fits by pricking ; others grow faint and do vomit by the 
bare morion of a Coach; others fiiil into a troublefome 
ficknc fs by the agitation of a Ship , and by the Sea-air 
( whence they recover by reft^ and by going a fliore.) A* 
gain, how in our Stables a Horfe well-curried is half fed; 
How fome can tell by the Milk of their Afles,whetherthaC 
day Ihey have beefi well curried or not; Arguii)g hence, 
that if i)i M/^ the alteration is fo confiderable, it fhould be 
fol krwife in the^/W^orotherJuyces^ of which the Blood 
is elaborated 5 and confcquently in divers of the principal 
parts of the Body. Where alfo ( upon the aurhority of 
Pi/o)ht refers the Reader to the Brrty//m«Empiricks.whofc

Thirdly^Tho. learned Dr.JdnBeale.did not long fince com- 
municate by fome Letters > Firji, that he could make good

the Patient felt fuch a cold ftream pafs to the Heart, that it

(Which is alfo confirm'd by what 
Mr. Boyh relates in his lately mentioned BqqJ^ otDrMar- 
f^^// frequently fuccesfulltriall, of curing fome Tumors 
or Excrcfccncics^ by holding on them fuch a Hand.) Here 
is FriUion or Touch^lo iBortifie Wens^ to drive away fwellings 
and Excrefcencies : And why not to repell or diffipatc Spi- 
rits, that may have a dangerous influence upon the Brain, 
or other parts; as well as to call forth the retired ones into 
the habit of the Body, for Invigoration ? Thirdly, that a 
Gentlemanj who came lately out of Ireland,hj at his Houfe^ 
and informed him of an aged Knight there, who having 
great pain in his feer^ infomuch that he was unable to ufe 
them, fuffercd; as he was going to bed, a loving Spaniel to 
lick his feet; which was/or the pref ent very plea fing to him, 
fo that he lafed it mornings and evenings, till he found the 
pain appeafedj and the ufe of his feet reftored.
